More home buy ers this y ear are 
seeking older homes in established 
neighborhoods than ev er before be­ 
cause they feel they can get ‘‘more 
house for a lot less money ,” accord­ 
ing to a recent study by the Con­ 
struction Research Bureau, national 
clearing house for building informa­ 
tion. 


The study showed that most of 
these fam ilies set their sights on 
older dwellings in established neigh­ 
borhoods because of these adv an­ 
tages: 


1. The knowledge that with com­ 
munity dev elopment well progressed, 
many serv ices and facilities already 
ex ist and the homeowner won’t be 
hit by big tax increases in future 
y ears as the need arises to build new 
schools, new roads, put in new sower 
and water lines, sidewalks, 
street 
lamps, and improv e fire and police 
protection. 


2. 
Most older homes cost 
less. 
There are many more ex isting dwell­ 
ings than new ones priced at under 
$12,000 
and 
slightly 
more 
in 
the 
$12,000-$20,000 range. 


3. Older homes usually hav e larger 
rooms, they are often on larger lots 
and in many cases costly improv e­ 
ments to both the house and lot al­ 
ready hav e been made by prev ious 
owners. 


4. Older homes are timetested for 
durability . In the first sev en or eight 
y ears, signs of poor construction are 
bound to show up. The house will be 
finished settling. And a tine picture 
of its v alue can be gained. 
Testing Soundness 
Methods most commonly used for 
testing the soundness of older homes 
are: 


Bex 's the roof sag? Sides bulge 
out? These flaws indicate framing 
defects ex pensiv e to correct. 
Does the garage door prov ide am­ 
ple clearance for y our car? 
Do floors bounce and v ibrate when 
y ou jump up and down? This means 
they 're not properly supported and 
framing is weak. 
Are floor cov erings shoddy or in 
need of repair? If so. this can easily 


be corrected and a whole new appear­ 
ance giv en the rooms by installing a 
decorativ e cov ering such as Kentile 
solid v iny l tile, which is easy to main­ 
tain. 
Hollow Sound 


Is there a hollow sound when y ou 
tap the plaster with a broom handle? 
Does the plaster chip or sag? This 
indicates 
water 
m ay 
be 
present. 
Small cracks may be repaired in­ 
ex pensiv ely . Large cracks usually in­ 
dicate structural faults. 


Is the wood soft when y ou stick a 
a penknife or ice pick into beams, 
window sills and posts? This can 
mean the house is termite-ridden. If 
beams and roof rafters are soft, 
it may be dry rot, caused by water 
seeping through the roof. 


Does the water cause gurgling or 
knocking sounds when y ou turn it on? 
Noisy plumbing indicates short-cuts 
somewhere. 
Is 
the 
basement 
damp? 
Check 
floor-wall joints, the usual point of 
water seepage, and look for stains 
around windows. It could be a serious 
seepage problem, or it could be just 
poor v entilation.

Aside 
from that, putting down floor tiles is 
easy .

kitchens with 21.6 per cent. Bed­ 
rooms, the den of drowsy smokers 
who carelessly light up in bed, ac­ 
count for 12.8 per cent while base­ 
ments add another 11.6 per cent. The 
remaining 16.8 per cent of home 
fires start in such areas as closets, 
halls, attics, and concealed spaces. 
Fuel for Figures 
Cozy American homes are the fuel 
for these figures. A burning living 
room sofa in a New Jersey house 
sparked a fire which killed one child 
and did 
$11,000 
in 
damage. 
The 
cause was not the late mov ie, which 
the parents were watching until they 
dozed off, but a fugitive cigarette 
which set the sofa ablaze*. 
When 
water failed to douse the fire, the 
mother and father tried to carry 
the burning sofa out the front door. 
At the first current of air, the sofa 
burst into flame and ignited the

Fire docs not spread in an inch- 
by-inch advance of licking flames, 
but leapfrogs as it builds up heat. An 
Arkansas father and mother left their 
eight children unattended for an eve­ 
ning in town. The children put some 
paper in a coal stove in their bed­ 
room before going to bed. The stove 
apparently became overheated and 
ignited the room’s papered walls, the 
flames leapfrogging to nearby com­ 
bustible furnishings. The three older 
children escaped but five younger 
ones, ranging in age from seven 
weeks to six years, succumbed to 
the smoke and searing flame. 


Gas Is Killer 
Fire kills in a number of ways, 
Burns and panic take their toll, but 
most fire victims die from deadly 
smoke and gases. Flame is terrifying 
but gas is the big killer. Smoke 
and gas, carried upward in the heat 
draft, are the reasons three-fourths 
of all victims die upstairs from down­ 
stairs fires. 


In Ohio, a three-year-old boy was 
playing with matches on the en­ 
closed first story porch of his two- 
story 
home. 
Fascinated 
by 
the 
flames, he ignited a pile of old news­ 
papers and trash stacked on Hie 
porch. He scampered safely away as 
the flames spread, but his three 
brothers and a sister in an upstairs 
bedroom were asphyxiated when heat 
and smoke spread up on open stair­ 
way. 


Home fires can be both costly and 
tragic. Every hour and a quarter one 
person—most frequently a child or 
elderly person—dies in a dwelling 
fire. Prevention is the basis con­ 
sideration but every home should be i 
equipped to extinguish any fire that 
occurs.
